Ev en this mu ch 
has not been prov ed. The first 
plane is at the bottom of the Gu lf 
of Mex ico. 
Of the second, the 
latest word is that if an ex plosiv e 
made it disintegrate in air, it was 
an u ncommon kind, not like dy na­ 
mite or nitrogly cerine which leav e 
telltale traces. 
2. If the Gu lf crash was cau sed 
by a bomb, was it planted by

Did Spears hy pnotize him 
into taking the plane in his place? 
Spears denies it. Bu t he has long 
stu died hy pnotism, and his wife, 
Frances, say s she is su re some­ 
one cou ld be so hy pnotized. There 
is no ev idence Tay lor was on the 
plane bu t he hasn't been 
s e e n 
since the crash. 
4. Can the North Carolina crash 
be traced to a su icide bomb? 
Ju lian A. Frank, 32, a heav ily in­ 
su red 
Westport, 
Conn., 
lawy er, 
has been an object of su spicion. 
An u nprov ed theory is that Frank 
committed su icide by ex ploding a 
bomb on the plane, taking 33 
others to death with him. 
Second Jailbreak 
Attempt Squelched

ond attempt in less than a week to 
break ou t of the local jail 
Sheriff Charles H. Radcliff to­ 
day said ev idence indicated that 
both attempts were made by the 
same prisoner.

Cartwright, 36, indicted here by 
the grand ju ry for armed rob­ 
bery . 
Sheriff Radcliff said it was dis­ 
cov ered last night that an old gas- 
ty pe air v entilator on the second 
floor of the jail had been tampered 
with. Last Satu rday a listening de­ 
v ice connecting second floor cells 
to the jail office was damaged. 
The sheriff said Cartwright is 
su spected of masterminding both 
attempts. Howev er,

did not admit the tries.

THE latest plot was discov ered 
at 1:15 a. rn. today by Night Jailer 
Marion Hoov er, acting on orders 
from the sheriff to keep a close 
watch on prisoners.

ing throu gh a metal tu be with his 
rescu ers in the rou gh good hu mor 
of the u ndergrou nd.

He was apprehended in Flag­ 
staff, A r i z., sev eral months ago 
and retu rned here by Sheriff Rad­ 
cliff. His trial has been postponed 
twice du e to an effort to take a de­ 
position from a defense witness in 
Arizona. 
Federal Bu reau of Inv estiga­ 
tion records disclosed the Cart­ 
wright has a long list od conv ic­ 
tions. According to information 
at the sheriff’s office, he 
has 
spent 18 of his 36 y ears behind 
bars. 
The FBI report showed 
t h a t 
Cartwright has serv ed time in the 
State Reformatory at Pendleton, 
Ind., the Chillicothe Federal Re­ 
formatory , t h e penitentiary 
at 
Terre Hau te, Ind., the penitentiary 
at Atlanta, Ga. and jails in Mem­ 
phis and Nashv ille, Tenn. 
The record also notes a term in 
Alcatraz, California from 1945 to 
1953.

there was a glimmer of hope some 
might su rv iv e. 
They ex pressed the belief the 
men wou ld not oerish from thirst 
or 
hu nger. 
W ater 
seeps

tinu ou sly throu gh the rock walls, 
and 45 horses still trapoed with 
the men cou ld prov ide food. 
One miner estimated that the 
men cou ld stay aliv e for three 
months. 
Thirty pit ponies were brou ght 
to the su rface this morning. Res­ 
cu e workers said if the ponies 
cou ld liv e in the area where the 
miners were tranced, so cou ld the 
men if they w'ere not smothered 
to death. 
The horses were in an area of 
the mine where deadly methane 
gas was feared. It was not knowm, 
howev er, how far the tracped men 
were from tv ,e wrecked cortion of 
P’e mine where the ponies w'ere 
fou nd.

Damages Corn 


Rotation, Treat 
Seed It Urged

Stalk rot of corn was widespread 
in Ohio and in most other corn belt 
states this past season. There are 
at least four different fungi known 
to cause corn stalk rot in Ohio. 
Each of them la (nest destine 
live under somewhat different 
condition*. DI plod ta b more des­ 
tructive la warmer soils to the 
south 
and Gibberella is 
more 
prevalent in cooler regions. 
Stalk rot tasses occur in several 
different 
ways. 
Ears 
on 
rotted 
stalks average from IS per cent to 
20 per cent less dry weight than 
those on healthy stalks 
Because 
of 
broken 
stalks and 
weakened 
shanks, mechanical pickers leave 
up to 20 per cent of the ears on the 
ground in the field. These fungi are 
carried on and inside corn kernels4 
and cause seed rots and seedling 
blights which can reduce the yield 
of next year's crop. 
Such 
practices 
as 
continuous 
cropping to corn, use of susceptible 
hybrids, 
high 
plant 
populations, 
damage to the stalks and leaves by 
other 
diseases, 
insects, 
weather 
and soil fertility all increase tilt 
amount of stalk rot. 
The following practices will re­ 
duce losses from stalk rot. Crop 
rotation and sanitation (plow down 
all corn fefuae to hasten Its decay 
and to bury the fungi causing stalk 
rot). Treat seed corn with th lr am 
or captan to control seed rots and 
seedling blight. Plant resistant hy­ 
brids Uke K62, LSI, C$4, W64. AES 
702 and AES 805. 
Research by plant pathologists 
at the Ohio Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station has shown that the 
mineral nutrition of the plants has 
an effect on stalk rot. However, 
more information ta needed before 
this knowledge can be applied to 
the field.

The U.S. Bureau of the Census is going 
to s ta rt adding up all Americans in March 
or April, and if the count includes all pres­ 
idential candidates, the total could reach 
18 0 million. 
The 1960 decennial job, mandatory un­ 
d e r the Constitution, will cost about $118 
million. When it is finished a great deal 
m ore will be known than merely how 
m uch the U. S. has grown since 1950. The 
census takers will tally household appli­ 
ances, automobiles, races, skills educat­ 
ional attainments 
and 
incomes, 
along 
with noses. 
Approx imately 60 m i l l i o n American 
hom es will be visited by census-takers 
this spring. They will collect and com­ 
plete the millions of forms to be distribut­ 


ed in advance by the Post Office

ment. And with that peculiar sense of 
timing common to bureaucracy , the cen­

Soil Bank Open to Cheats 


The Controller General of the United 
States has hopped on one facet of the soil 
bank program that has had m any a con­ 
scientious farm er puzzled. 
The official, 
Joseph Campbell, accuses the U. S. Agri­ 
culture Department of slipshod handling 
of the multi-million dollar program. 
He objects particularly to the fact that 
nearly one-fourth of the land placed in the 
soil bank had not previously been used 
regularly to grow crops. Many citizens 
have wondered about poor cropland hast­ 


ily acquired and then thrust into the soil 
bank. This seemed to defeat the announ­ 
ced intent to take land out of production. 
Campbell agrees. He say s the law and 
regulations “ were not fully and effective­ 
ly carried out” in that 5.4 million acres 
(23 per cent of the 23 million acres the 
government rented last y ear) “ had been 
devoted to hay and pasture, had been 
idle or summer-fallowed, or had a his­ 
tory of crop failure.”

Lausche Shuns 
Ohio Race as 


Favorite Son 


WASHINGTON (AP)—"To enter 
a slate of candidates is practi­ 
cally 
an insurmountable task,” 
said Sen. Frank J. Lausche (D- 
Ohio) as he abandoned his plan I 
to captain a slate of presidential ; 
delegate candidates to oppose the 
Ohio slate pledged to Sen. John 
F. Kennedy (D-Mass). 
The Ohio senator said Thurs­ 
day that to amass the delegates 
he would have to ignore his re­ 
sponsibilities as senator to the 
people of his state. 
“That, I also cannot afford to 
do,” he said. 
“ Having in mind that I have no 
organization, it (Getting delegates) 
would have to be done by the hir­ 
ing 
of 
personnel. 
That 
course 
would require the solication of 
money 
to finance 
the 
project, 
which I am unwilling to do.” 
Lausche had said several weeks 
ago that he might run a delegate 
slate against the Kennedy group 
led by Ohio Gov. Michael V. Di- 
Salle. 
Following his action Thursday , 
Lausche commented: 
“This does not mean that I ap­ 
prove of the deal made in this 
presidential 
p r i m a r y in Ohio 
wherein the Democrats of the 
state are practically stripped of 
their right to make a choice.” 
He ex pressed regret to his sup­ 
porters at having to abandon the 
plan of entering a slate. He said 
the technical job of selecting can­ 
didates and circulating petitions 
was much too heavy while ful­ 
filling his duties as senator.

Du rin g the last ten y ears, the 
tax produ ced $60,193,602, or 46.5 
per cen t of the en tire collection s 
sin ce 1919.

Inheritance 
Taxes Reach 
$129,336,138 


Ohio’s share of the state inheri­ 
tance tax (50 per cent) has poured 
$129,336,138 into the state’s coffers 
during the time the tax has been 
collected, a search of the records 
of State Auditor James A. Rhodes 
disclosed today. 
Enacted by the legislature in 
1919, the tax produced only $463,144 
in 1920—the first year of collection 
—in contrast to the collections of 
$8,743,460 during the last fiscal 
year, and of the peak year 1958 
when receipts from this tax touch­ 
ed $9,141,207. 
During the last ten years, the 
tax produced $60,193,602, or 46.5 
per cent of the entire collections 
since 1919. This is an average of 
slightly more than six million dol­ 
lars per year as compared with 
only three million dollars per year 
for the 40-year span, Rhodes said. 
When placed upon the statute 
books, the law was expected to 
produce between five and ten mil 
lion dollars per year.
